Mr. Bower being thus repreſented as a Mon- 
ſter, hideous and frightfal, the Whole World 
was taught to cry out, azvay with ſuch a Fellow 
from the. Earth, it is not fit that be ſbould live. 
That ſuch a Cry ſhould have been raiſed by 
* Popiſh Prięſts gFeſuits, Monks, Friers, and the 

whole Tribe of Papiſis; that the Catholic Party, 
from which, Mr. Bower had ſeparated himſelf, 
ſhould leave no Stone unturned to blacken and 
iy defame him, Was notlüng more than I expected 
= to come from that Quarter; but that a Pro- 
A Fra and. a Proteſtant Clergyman, ſhould be 
found in this Kingdom ſo baſe as to join them, 
nay, and put himſelf at their Head and encou- 
rage them, is what I did not expect, and what 
has quite furprized and aſtoniſhed me. Such 
is the Temper, of Popiſh Zeal and Malice as to

our happy Conſtitution, and the Diſgrace of his 
Order. . And if, after all, it ſhould not be his 


happy Lot to repent of paſt Offences, I ſhall 
with him no greater Harm, than that he may 


live to ſee the injured: Archibald Bower, Hiſto- 
rian of the Popes, (till bleſſed with the Smiles 
of his Prince, ſtill honoured. with the Ac- 
quaintance and Friendſhip of the Great and the 
Good, ſtill careſſed by the Friends of Truth and 
the Proteſtant .Cauſe.;. and at length, like a . 
Shock of Corn when it cometh in its Seaſon, 


going down to the Grave in Peace, full of 
fears, and Full of Honour, <> 


(F) And it is hard to ſay which Mr. Bower hath Reaſon 
to dread the moſt, the Holy Inquiſition at Macerata, under 
the Reverend Father Montecucoli, or the new Inquiſition ſet 
up in this Kingdom, under the Reverend Father D-——s. 
The former, it is true, might have deprived him of his Life; 
the latter hath left no Stone unturned to rob him of what 
is more valuable than Life itſelf, of all Merit, all Virtue, 
All Reputation, and ſpared no Colours in painting him as 
a Monſter, not fit to live. Hard Fate indeed ! that a 
Man ſhould fly from the Regions of Error and Cruelty, 
and yet be denied Protection in a Land which boaſts of 
its Liberty, both civil and religious, and naturally abhors 
the very Sound of Tyratiny and Perſecution: That he 
ſhould fly from a Afontecucoli in a Popiſh, and meet with
